SUPPLEMENTARY ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES REGULATIONS MADE BY THE SECRETARY OF AGRICULTURE 
UNDER THE MARKETING AGREEMENT AND PERMITS UNDER THE LICENSE FOR THE DISTIT.LED 
SPIRITS INDUSTRY 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
Office of the Secretary. 


Pursuant to authority vested in me by the Marketing Agreement and the 
License for the Distilled Spirits Industry, approved by the Secretary of Agriculture 
on December 9, 1933, and for the purposes thereof, I, H. A. Wallace, Secretary of 
Agriculture, do make, prescribe, publish and give public notice of the following 
regulations (constituting a supplement to and in part a revision of Alcoholic 
Beverages Regulations, Series 1, and Alcoholic Beverages Regulations, Series ll, 
Supplement 1, and to the extent of such revision but not otherwise, superseding 
such regulations), to be in force and effect until amended or superseded by 
regulations hereafter made by the Socretary of Agriculture. 


CREDITS 


At the time of final payment, on or before May 15, 1934, by any distiller 
of payments due under the said Marketing Agrceoment for the Distilled Spirits 
Industry from the effective date thereof (12:01 a.m. Eastern Standard Time, 
December 10, 1933) to the date of the termination thercof (12:01 a.m., Eastorn 
Standard Time, April 18, 1934) inclusive, or under any general or speciol permit 
to the said date of termination, upon all cereal grains or products thereof or 
commodities other than ccrenl grains or products thereof, used in the manufacture 
of distilled spirits, such distiller shall be entitled to credit agninst the 
amounts duc a sum equal to but not in excess of the payments due (pursuant to 
the terms of said Marketing Agreement or of any such genersl or special permit) 
on cereal grain or products thereof or commoditics other than ccrenl grain or pro- 
ducts thereof, used by such distiller in the manufacture of distilled spirits 
during the period January 15, 1934 to Februnry 28, 1934, inclusive.
